Trying to 
Save Them 



Thrilling Scenes at Attempted 
Rescue of People on 
Stranded Steamer. 



Passengers 'and Crew Number 
More Than, a Hundred 
in ail. 



Life Boat Capsizes in Attempt- 
ing to Reach the 
Wreck. 



Marseilles, Jan. I).— Kvciy effort was 
put forward to-day to rescue the pusseii- 
gors anil crew of the Kreucli mail 
steamer Itussie, which went tiaUore on 
-Uuiiilay night. 

When night fell yesterday, quite ii 
number of the crew itnd liussengera were 
seen clinging to tlie I'ore-riggiiig and 
deck-ruil;-', making Uespairiug .siguiils fur 
succor, wliich those ashore were power- 
less to afford. The gule increased ni 
t'nry all night long, and though a llicker- 
iug of liglit was iierceived fruni time to 
time, aijpureiilly waved by tho.se on 
hoard to attract attention, it was feared 
the steamer would either break or ilisai)- 
pear in the shifting sands by morning. A 
tlioiisaiul persons waited along the shore, 
;ind the lishenuen prepared to luuiicli a 
boat at the first sign of the abatement 
of the hurricane. When day broke it 
was ii great relief lor the watchers 
i-.shoro to lind that the bow and other 
parts of the fore part of the ship were 
still above water. The stern had coni- 
plelL'ly vaiii.shed. A group of inr"]] 
huddled on the steamer's bow rnncwi.'d, 
their apiH-'als for help. As the day wore 
ou more persons ap[K'ared on the deck, 
forming throe groups— one at the bow, 
another on the bridge and u third around 
the funnel. 

Tims it was seen that most of the crew 
and passengers, numbering \VrZ accord- 
ing to a corrected list, were still living. 

A signal message was received at 'A 
o'clock in the afternoon, saying that up 
to that time no one had perished. The 
Itussic lay with her deck facing seaward 
and the seas, which bad broken her 
hatdnvays, liad filled the holds and 
cnliin.s witli water. 

Every po.ssible expedient was tried 
from the sliore to save the sufferers. 
The coast guardsmen and lishcrmcn 
manned life-boats and made several iii- 
ofTcctual attempts to reach the steamer, 
which was being shifted by the incessant 
pounding of the seas a trifle nearer the 
shore. 

One life-boat got Ir'.lf way out and 
was capsized. Its crew swam back an<i 
wore dragged ont of the water by the 
people a.shore, who formed a line with 
hands joined and waded breast-deep into 
tile water in order to save them. 

A tug approarhed as near as possible 
to (lie wreck and then Hew a kite to 
wliirli a life-line was attaclied in the 
dire<di(Ui of the ship, but it failed t(i 
rcacli the stranded vessel. Floats were 
also sent ont from the beaeli ^vith linr 
but ill no case did they succeed in 
reaeliiiig the steamer. The tugs, wliioh 
made re|)eated attempts to apiironeh the 
vessel, were themselves muuace^l with 
disaster and obliged to relinquish the at 
tempts. 

I-ate in till' afternoon another expedi- 
ent, was tried — that of launching a raft 
with a life-line from a tug lying oil' the 
wreck. The result of this attempt t( 
rcaidi the endangerod cri'w and i)assen 
gel s ijf the Hussie i.s not yet known. Tin 
most hopeful news was received lat( 
iliis afternoon, that the gulejvaa sub.sid 
ing. 

Harrowing . scenes were witnessed nt 
the oflice of the steamship company hero 
outside of . which were gathered flu 
wives and children and otlicr relafrves 
of the crew, who mostly hail from Mar 
seilles. 

A message posted at 3:30 p. m. says 
that up to that time all on board the 
UuBsie were alive, and it evoked a path- 
etic expression of joy. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock, during a lull, 
the men on shore succopded in getting a 
life-line to the Rtissio. but it snapped as 
it Avas lieing ])ulled on lioard. Other 
similar attempts failed, lint a more 
hopeful feeling prevails, in view of indi- 
cations that the \V(>a(h>r is clearing. 

A message from the Russie says: "'I'hn 
passengers are kept bidow, but all tin 
crew aro at their posts, and the captain 
and ollleers ar(> l.-islied to the liriilgt 
The seamen tried tn construer several 
rafts, but as they nearcd completion 
they were washed away." 

The sinking of the stern in the sand 
.seems to have been a lucky thing for 
those on bo.inl. as the bow of the mail 
boat is tilted higli above all save the 
biggest waves and afforda a refuge. 
Otherwise it: is believed all would havtj 
long since perished. 

Tlic cruiser tialilee and a tug w'tli 
rock<'t apparatus left Toulon arsenal this 
evening to atloinpt a rescue.

— Tho army can- 
teen is to be abolie->hed, as the senate to- 
day, by a deci^Jive vote, concurred in tlie 
hoiiso provision relating to the army can- 
teen. Only 15 votes could be 
r.iustere,d in the senate in 
favor of tho canteen; 34 were cast 
agj.inst it. Most of the time to-day was 
occupied by. Senntors Tcllor, of Colora- 
do, Pettigrew, of South Dakota, and Cut- 
ler, of North C.'\rolina, who •all opposed 
the adoption of the senate committee's 
amendment, which provided for n eontin- 
unnee of the canteen. Before disposing 
finajlj- of the canteen, the Konate nceom 
plishod little, and it seems doubtful 
Avliether a liiial vote npnii the measure 
will bo reached b^'riday or Saturday. Tim 
rapid growth of the saloons in Manila 
was referred to by several sena.tors, all 
ngreoinsj that something t^lioiild be done 
to rc^strict the trtinic. Senator Lodge 
said that while lie did not believe tlie 
canteen had done any i)iirticiilar harm in 
the Pliilippines, he was convinced that 
the saloon had done incalculable harm 
there. He gave notice of an amendment, 
proliibiting the importation of distilled li- 
quors into the Philippines, except for 
medicinal purposes.

And f Changes Hoots : to Cheers 
by His Manly Honorable kSi^ 
Speech. 



Ijondon, Jan. 9. — Amidst crios of 
" Turn him out," hooting and other hos- 
tile interruptiouit, the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin and Ava, clialrman of the sus- 
pended Loudon & Globe Finnnco Cor- 
Iioratioii, Ltd., at the extraordinary gen- 
eral meeting of the company called for 
to-day, succeeded in at least temporarily 
appeasing the wrath of the shareliolder.s. 

The hall was packed, and the directors 
•were evidently supported by a large 
faction, as warm cheering was mingled 
with hisses and hooting. As a result 
of the explanations of the directors, the 
shareholders roted an adjournment until 
Monday, when a scheme for the recon- 
struction of the concern will be submit- 
ted. 

Lord Dufferiii spoke with evidt nt emo- 
tion as he explained his person il rela- 
tions with the corporation, ami th<' lesiilt 
of the meeting was largely a tishnti' Id 
himself. Durinn' the ct)ursi' of lii?^ re- 
marks he oxplniucd that ho was induced 
to accept tlic chairmanship at the soli-.'i- 
tatiou of the lato Lord IiOch and Sir 
WUliam Rohin.son. 

His Lordship added that he feU that 
when two siieli eminent nu'ii wero con- 
nocted with the eonoeni he Cuiild legiti- 
mately join. Ho soon discovored tliat 
he had bitter opponents who desired his 
resignation, h(i[)ing that :i depreciation 
of the securities would follow. Hat he 
stuck to his position and investments, 
and though a greater sulTerer than most 
of the shareholders, he had no regret, if 
he had, he hoped to convince them of his 
good faith. l<ater he found the duties 
to be of a physical strain beyond his ad- 
vancing years and he wanted to with- 
draw, but was haunted by the fear f)f 
the detrimental effect of his withdrawal, 
and he Jield on to the chairmansluii 
until he received news of the si'iiotis 
condition of his youngest son. Then he 
j'ioldod to his mother's prayers to take 
her at once to South Africa, and ho sent 
in his resignation with n clear con-; 
sdenee; believing that tlio surrender of 
his position under such eircumstanees 
was so natural that no one would dream 
of placing n sini^iter interpretation upon 
it. He had no nnlieipatinn then tliat the 
Ijondon & Globe would (Icfanlt fnnn its 
engagements on the stock o.tcliange. 
lie news , reached him in Ireland. Iti

Mr. Wright's further ri'marks were 
listened to with consideralile impntience, 
and the, meeting closed with further 
cheers for Lord and Lady Dufferin.

THE SCHOOL TRUSTICIDS. 

Three School Trustees are to be elect- 
■ed in the course of a few days. As a 
rule not very much consideration is 
given to this siibjci't by the people, not 
nearly as much as its iiiipdi'taiici' de- 
mands. Nevertheless fairly representa- 
tive school boards have usually been 
chosen. It seems desirable at this time, 
however, to point out the very large 
powers of tlie Schoid Tr\istees. Tliey 
have absolute control of the current ox- 
■penditure for schools, and the City 
Council has no power to interfere ex- 
cept In the ca.so of extraordinary ex- 
penditures such MS the I)nildinp of school 
houses. Last year the dishurscinonts on 
account nf scliools within the city was 
about .?57,000, a very large sum. There 
is every likelihood of its being greater 
this year. There is no use in discussing 
whether or not it is a wise provision of 
the law ^\•hich vests the Trustees with 
power to decide what sliall be tlie school 
expenditure for the year. That is the 
law, and all the City Council has to do 
is to bn governed by it. There is, of 
course, no reasonable ground why the 
Trustees may not be as well vested wicli 
this power as any one else. They Jtre 
chosen by the people, and hence may 
be said to be equally representative of 
the people with the Aldennen. It is. 
liowover, an excellent reason wliy th',' 
utmost care slionid lie exorcised in the 
choice of Trustees. Especially is care 
needed this year, for the reason that 
new school houses are called for. There 
is a very gotroral demand tliiit somolliing 
shall be done to curtail in some measure 
the cost of the school system, or, if tUi 
cannot be done, to avoid needless ex 
pcnse in future. We do not say that 
extravagance hits boon practiseil. Wo 
are inclined to think reasonable economy 
has prevailed. What we have in mind 
is the constant pressure froni well- 
meaning, but, we think, ill-advised (iiiar- 
tera, for expenditures which do not 
seem to havo been contemplated by the 
public scliool system ns originally estab- 
lished. l'r(i.L;fess in educational mat 
ters, as iu everything else, must be ex- 
pected, but every additional expenditiiro 
does not indicate progress. Some of 
the expenditures indulged iu in somo 
cities are really excrescences upon the 
system, and Victoria ought to avoid 
them. It is not necessary in a public 
school to try to cover everything. Lf.t 
us be liberal, but not prodigal. 

THE rUOGRESS OP CANADA. 

The people of the United State's con- 
gratulate themselves that the population 
of that country has increased nearly 
fifteen-fold since the beginning of the 
last centurj-. It is certainly very re- 
markable, and to many people it may be 
news to lourn that tlio population of 
Canada has gained even more rapidly. 
The progress in territorial expansion in 
tlie United States has b(?on a little over 
ten-fold; that of Canada mtisi liave 
been .ufteen-fold. Tbe United States 
had a commerce at the beginning of the 
Century. Cantida had none; yet the 
commerce of Canada has reacin' I the 
magnificent total of over ,'i;;;20,000,000. 
Oanada, and in u iiiig that term we mean 
the Uritish North Ameii(-aii iiroviiici's, 
had no mercantile marine; now our 
lilace is well up, in the Ji&t of nations. 
Wo think we have' the fifth rank ns a 
sliip-owmng country. Then wc were 
only a nmcli-divided collection of isolated 
settlemeut.s, none of them caring any 
thing about the other. Now we :irc a 
nation extending from oconu to oce-\n, 
oind looking forward to still more won- 
derful development. Onr i]>'i,;;h!iors ni^iy 
justly feel proud of their i)rj'i.vs.<, but 
Canadians on their part bave~ no rciLSun 
to feel ashamed. The province's h-id no 
public, credit in ISOl, an i their pceple 
■ individually were for the mo^t p-irt poor. 
Now our standing as a country Is nuioug 
that of the greatest natiobs, .jiiiU tiuv' 



the past, Canadians have a right to do 
so.

THE IMJIiCIlATIOX LAW. 

The arrest of iin in-coming Chinaman 
for violation of the provincial law. 
which came into force on January 1, will 
undoubtedly lead to a determination of 
the legal qacstion involved in the Act. 
The court will, we supptKse, be immedi- 
ately (tailed iipoa to deterndne whether 
or not such an enactment is within the 
powers of Oie '.ocal legislature. Thin 
rendeia it inadvisable for the papers to 
debate the question, and to confine them- 
selves simply to chronicling the facta 

Tho proper way to dispose of the Im- 
migration Act, which came into force on 
Tuesday in this province, is not by dis- 
uiu.wance, but by the judgment of the 
c.iirts. If the act is constitutional it 
shonl.l utaud— that it^, the federal gov- 
ernment ouKht not to think of interfer- 
ing,', if it is not constitutional, then let 
the fact be known, and the legielature 
will dismif^s the subject from its consid- 
eration. So long as an enactment is 
made tlie subject of disallowance, so 
long will it be an open question, and 
kgit^lattiro after legislature will be called 
upon to deal with it. 

It is certainly undesirnble that u law 
of doubtful constitiitionnlity should be 
carried into effect except pro forma. The 
intention of the lepslature, as express- 
ed by the mover of the bill entri no 
tiu-nre. The courts can only Judge of 
this intent by reading tho langaage of 
the act, and this is very comprehensive. 

We repeat, that we slionid not like to 
see a question of thiri nature dealt with 
by disallowance. Let it be ascertained 
where the provinue stands in regard to 
h'L'islation of this nature. If wo must 
lely upon the federiil i)arliainciit iilono 
for any remedy against undesirable im- 
migration, let tbe fact be mode known 
at the en,rllc6t possible day. Tf tho 
province has the right to deal with the 
question, it cannot be known too soon. 
We are not so much concerned its to 
what the Dominion government for the 
lime being may permit tho province to 
do,- as with what it has an unquestioned 
•iglit to do nnder the constitution.

Among the piinsengeivs who arrived by 
the R. M. S. Empress of Japan yesterday 
v,ero two Belgian journalists, Messrs, 
Collins and Tytgat, who have been jour- 
neying in Manchuria, through the Rus- 
sian sphere of iiilluence in North China, 
and on the Silieri.iii frontier. They per- 
sonally investigated the reportu of atro- 
cities and ma.<.'<acres coinmitted by the 
Kurtsiaii troops at the capture of Aigiin 
and otlier cities along the Amur, Kcvcral 
months ago, and fouiiil them to be true 
Tliousandrt of Chinese, they report, wero 
ruthlessly shiuglitered by the Uu.ssian 
troops, and at the capture of Aigun 
thousands were grouped in large hunch- 
en and massacred. At one place crowds 
were tied logetlier hy tlndr i]ueiies and 
drowned. Tlie details of lhe.se atrociticM 
from the jien of the travcdlers themselves 
have alrec.dy appeared in these columns, 
having been taken from their aci-oiiiit.s 
gi\en to .la]janese [lapers.

baiily damaged. She arrived at Manilii 
on November ■J.'i, and the Mar.il.a Times 
reports her terribli' experiences with her 
live Htock during the typluioii. s follows: 
"The setis wa.slied in !i eoiit iiiuoiis del- 
uge over the vcsisid, caid she was tossed 
up and down lilce a cork.

The teamsters made hem- 
ic nttempts to rescue the fallen ones and 
place thcin on their feet, but the inces- 
sant pitching of the vessel rendered 
their efforts .futile. They were finaJlv 
conipellod to give tip in despair. Py l2 
o'clock that night not f mule was loft 
standing, and half of them were dead. 
Those who mw the terribl(> liolocaust 
■svill never forget it^ Some of llie mulc« 
had thcdr legs broken, and prnjecting 
loncis slicking in llieir entrails; others 
\rere imiia.les by iiieees of wooden parli- 
tioiiH, and yet 'others hail their eye.s 
giiiiged out and iieel;s brolccn, Tli'ose 
tiliye made th(> seem- more owful bv their 
Iiitiable groaning aod Iir.ayiui;. Ttender- 
ed desporate by tlie plight of the animals, 
and Aviohing to put thein out of their 
inis-ery, Dr. W. Ia Willia.mson had a 
piece of haling wire tied arounil his 
waist and held by one of the men to 
steady him, and then went below with n 



revolver and shot them. Besides the 
mules, fourteen horses, private property 
c( ollicers, were lost. 

The Japan was 'fully repaired at Hong- 
kong, new pla,te8 being put in to replace 
those bent and broken in Lor collision. 
Johnson, the lookout on the bark, who

The last ineutiug of the boanl of .scboal 
trustees lis ut prosent coustltutod was 
held yesterday evening. Little business 
c£ iuiportunce was tnmsacted. Bxpres- 
sions o£ regret at the announcement that 
'Xrustce McOnndless woald nut prosi'nt 
himself for rc-eleetion as iv member this 
year wore iiulult'ed in, and the chairnnuu 
spoke approvingly of the conduct o( Oie 
members of the board in dealing witli 
sohool iimttei-s during the past year 

There were present Ohainnan Hall and 
Trustees Mrs. Gordon Gran^ Mrs. Helen 
Grant, Drury, Brown and McOandless. 

A letter from Mrs. Wheeler accepting 
a position ou the teaching staff was re- 
ceived and filed. Miss Urenfell, who 
had been appointed to a similar position, 
nas notified by wire to bo in iitti'iKlaiue 
on Monday next, hiiviuK been ilelayeil 
in arriving over dilUeulty in setlni- a 
substitute for the schooi at Naliusp, 
where she has been stationed. 

The teacher ut the Kingston street 
school expressed thanks for an iucreane 
in salary, and asiced for repairs to 
stoves and for fuel. Referred to supply 
committee. 

Applieations for the posilion of .lanitor 
of Uie Hillside avenue scliool w'v re- 
ceived from K. A. Taylor and -Miss 
Branson. Laid upon tlie tablr. 

Trustee Brown raisi'd tlio quostion id 
the too freciaent dismissal of tlie selio.il.^ 
by the teaehers when unnecessary. J lie 
Boys' Central, the Girls' Central and 
the Victoria ^Vesl selioiars had li";ai 
dismissed after jissenihlin.;; on the open- 
ing (lay. This praetiee was m<ist reprt- 
hensibie. It a|)peared that the teaehers 
were inelinod to take too many hohd.ij's. 
It had been alleged in defence of the 
practice that an opportunity was afford 
ed by the dismissal for the children to 
purcdiase needeil scho(il books. Tlu 
rules sliould not be broken, and he hoped 
the board would insist upon their en 
forcemeat. Ah a matter of fact, the 
scliool hours were too short— they should 
bo at least one hour longer each day. 

Trustees Drury and McCandiess 
agreed with the remarks of Trustee 
Brown. The duration. of the sessions at 
in-eseut was too short. Trustee Mrs. 
Williuin Grant understood that the en* 
torn of closing the scboote on the open- 
ing day was a very old one. 

The matter was left in the hands of 
Superintendent Eaton.' who will notify 
the teachers of the opinion of the board 
on the question. 

Trustee Brown also inquired if teach 
ers were empowered to order scholars to 
purchase books other than tho.se ordered 
i)y the department. .V teacher in the 
Victoria West scdiool had ordered pupils 
to inirchase dictionaries. On motion of 
Trustee McCandle.ss, the superintendent 
was instructed to see that the teachers 
were notiiicd that the board viewed such 
a eourfe with disapproval. 

Trustee Drury drew the attention of 
the board to the necessity of soni 
thought being given tn the (piestion of 
the proper he;iling and ventilating of 
the scboiil rooms. 

Trustee MeCandless thought all teaoli- 
ers should be instructed to attend to the 
ventilating of tlip rooms after school 
liours. 

The necessity of repair?" ti> the radiat- 
ors at thi' Niirili WiuM scion, I was b-rt 
ill the hands ol" thi' bni'.iliiiL's anil 
grouinls coniniittee. 

This exhausting the hnsiness before 
Ihe t)oaril. Chairman Hall befin-e ad- 
jouniment took occasion to express his 
llinnks for the assistance whicli he had 
received from the members of the hoard 
iluring the past year in tlie disohargi- of 
his duties. "While there was a, difl'er 
ence of opinion at times as to certain 
questions which came up for discussion, 
he was snn; all were working in the in- 
terests of the schools. He felt keen re- 
gret at Trustee MeCandless' retirement. 
The latter had made a most efllcicnt 
trustee. 

Trustee MeCandless felt gratified to 
think that the board had conducted its 
doliheratlona with ns much smoothness 
tis any other civic body. Each member 



of the board had worked faithfully in 
the interests of the schools. He "was 
sorry that circumstances would not per 
rait of his again being .a candidate. He 
hoped that, with the c.xcoptiou of him- 
self, the members of the old hoard would 
be returned. 

Itegiet at Trustee MeCandless' retire- 
ment was cxpresse-' by each member of 
the board presen., and, replying to the 
complimentary references made to him- 
self, the latter promise<l to always take 
an active interest in school matters, and 
to work unceasingly for the securing of 
a new High school.

Meeting and Discuss Public 
Affairs. 



Cowidum, Jan. 8.— The ta.^payer« of 
North Cowichan hold their annual meet- 
ing in the nlunicipal hall, Duncan, on 
Saturday night last. There w-as a fai.- 
attendance, wliicli spoke well for tlic 
iiitci-est taken in municipal altairs, as 
only a strong motive would tempt men 
to brave the w-eatber we were tiieii e.^:- 
periencing and travel several miles, as 
innny of them did, to discuss public 
matters. Tliere was a marked uiuh-r- 
current of optimism, a satisfaction with 
things us they are, and a cnnlideut out- 
look to a still more prosperous future. 

Mr. W. 1'. Jaynes w-as voted to the 
chair, and utter a few introductory re- 
iimrks, called upon the reeve, Mr. J. N. 
Evans, who said he had no elaborate 
stateiiieiit to make, but had noted down 
a few facts w-hich might be of interest. 
The council oyer wliicli lie presided had 
worked conscientiously for the good of 
the community; being human, ihoy had 
no doubt made mistakes, but he could 
assure tliem that they were mlstalces of 
the head, not of the heart— errors of 
judgment, not of intention. The public 
must remember that the revenue was 
snuill and that it was out of their power

Included in the aCvloes received by 
the impress are translations of Chinese 
account of the conduct of the allies at 
IVkin and other happenings there, taken 
from interviews with late arrivals from 
the capital and printed in the nnti 
Shanghai papers. Of all that has 
occurred _ nt Pokin, that which seems 
mo.st to impress the average Chinesi! is 
the fact that nobles and high oflleials, 
even princes of the royal line,' liave been 
compelled to perforin manual labor. The 
bitterest reproaches are heapeil upon 
these because they did not possess sulll- 
cient courage to destroy themselves 
rather than submit to sucli degradation — 
a (le^r.-idntion which has fnlliMi not Upon 
themselves alone, but upon tlie countO'. 
An account is .rriven of bow ji former 
superintendent of the im])erial silk manu- 
factories, when nriiereil to carry earth, 
laid aside his embroidered robes, rolled 
u|) his sleeves, anil went to ^yo^k■ with 
such vigor that Iiis captives repented and 
released liim. This ability ti> adapt 
himself to circumstances is looked upon 
as a disgrace by the native editors. An 
account is also given by tlie Ttiir;; AV 
Hii Pao of Iiow Prince I was assigned 
to wash clothes for the soldiers, and ho 
was allowed no rest or recreation. After 
a few days be killed himself.

They h,^•^ 
much to congrn'tnlatc themselves upon — 
a stibRtnntial increase" of revenue, tlioy 
were out of dolvt. and even tho kickers 
nuist admit that the roads were Improv- 
ing every year. The dog tax was un- 
popular and had failed in it.s ohjeet: << 
w;is for the meeting to say whetuc- it 
sbnnhl be abolished or retained. The 
iieods nf the various districts h.nd been 
carefully onnsidoreil in laying ou*^ the 
revenue, and. nntw'ithstaniling differenei s 
of opinion on minor points, all practie.Ti 
men would ndnii*- fhat their road in- 
specfor. Mr. D. Evans! had ser^-ed th" 
public in n paiu.sta'klng. conscientious 
spirit; ho hnii loft good work behind 
him every tim--. and there was not a 
thing of which "he need be ashamed. He
